Shortly before congress adjourned 
last week and the day before the 
nation’s chief executive left on his 
vacation cruise 
in

w aters the independent offices ap­ 
propriation 
bill 
was 
passed 
and 
signed. 
T his act empowers the president 
to retire all federal employes who 
have served 30 years or more upon 
retirem ent or annuity pay. The act 
does not specify who shall be re­ 
tired or when, but empowers the 
president to select whom he pleases 
for retirem ent service. 
14 Are Affected 
The measure affects eight post 
office employes and six employes 
on the battlefield, including Post­ 
m aster John H. Eckert, who will 
shortly be succeeded by Charles A. 
Williams, and Jam es B. Aumen, as­ 
sistant superintendent of the battle­ 
field. 
President Roosevelt is authorized 
to retire those employes wherein 
he decides the greatest economy can I 
be effected and all federal employes 
who have served 30 years or more 
are subject to the retirem ent order, i 
In the post office departm ent here 
the following men are subject to re­ 
tirem ent:

Mrs. William Fuqua, a neighbor, 
who saw the 
house afire, 
turned

Robbers who used nitro-glycerine 
to blow open a safe at the Guise 
and Raff garage, Biglerville, during 
the night got only 50 cents for their 
trouble. 
From two other safes in 
Biglerville, the intruders secured 
$1834. 
Tile other two places burglarized 
were G. W Koser’s warehouse and 
the Reading passenger station. 
At the Koser warehouse, entrance 
was gained through a sliding door 
on the west side of the building. 
The safe in the office of the ware­ 
house was left unlocked, and the 
robbers removed the money drawer, 
which contained $10.29. The drawer 
was found in a small room in the 
warehouse. Nothing else in the safe 
was disturbed. 
At the Redding passenger station, 
the robbers entered the place by 
forcing a window on the east side 
of the building with a pinch bar. 
Steal 300-Pound Safe 
A 300-pound safe was removed 
from the station and carried several 
hundred feet up the tracks to a 
point near the Hershey creamery. 
There the robbers broke the lock, 
which released the tum blers and the 
safe was opened.

Charles (Pretty Boy) Floyd, Okla­ 
homa desperado, sought in a score 
o* murders and other crimes, was 
identified Monday by Mrs. Lottie 
West as one of the machine gunners 
who slaughtered four officers and 
thair prispner at the Union Station 
Plaza Saturday. 
'‘Thai’s the man I saw fire on the 
officers with a sub-macltine gun,” 
Mrs. West told Sheriff Thomas 
Bash, as she selected a photograph 
of the notorious bank robber and 
killer from a group of pictures. 
“I noticed him first sitting at my 
desk in the Union station as early 
as 7 a. in.," continued the Travelers’ 
Aid worker, a witness to the barrage 
which killed Frank Nash and four of 
the seven officers returning him to 
Leavenworth prison. 
Mrs. West’s desk is at a point in 
the station lobby which commands 
one of the two doors through which 
train passengers enter the station. 
’■The man left immediately when 
I stepped up,” she said, adding that 
he walked out the east door of the 
station. 
She then repeated how she had 
seen this man who had lounged at 
her desk twenty minutes before the 
killing walk calmly from the shelter 
of a loading dock outside the station 
and launch his deadly attack. 
• The man with the machine gun 
was about 30 years of age,” Mrs. 
West continued, relating how she 
had seen his stealthy approach from 
ambush as the officers grouped 
about their automobile. 
‘ He had a round face, ruddy 
complexion, wore a dark-blue suit 
with a white shirt and a turned 
down Panama hat.

H IT PAYS to advertise” is a sort of maxim which seems to have 
* found its way into everyday language. One trouble with this 
statement is that it doesn’t mean anything; it is too indefinite. 
One might as well say, "It pays to write." That would not mean 
anything either. 
Although the phrase itself has no precise meaning, this slogan 
about advertising does seem to create the feeling that the only 
one who benefits from advertising is the advertiser himself. It is 
true that good advertising of a good product pays profits to the 
advertiser, but that is only because such advertising is a service 
to the consumer. 
n 
While most advertising has a simple business objective, it is 
nevertheless a powerful social force which affects us all. It has 
an influence in shaping the course of civilization itself. In many 
ways advertising has helped to accelerate progress in living con­ 
ditions and to promote general enlightenment. It has helped to 
banish much of the old provincialism and superstitious prejudice. 
In business it has served to make competition more open and con­ 
structive. 
As the practice of advertising itself has improved dur­ 
ing the past few decades, its influence has increased greatly in 
value. 
Among the important elements making what we call civil­ 
ized existence is the use of modern devices in everyday life. His­ 
tory shows that the adoption of new inventions is hastened when 
advertising is used to present them to the public. Many of the 
things we now consider essential to civilized standards were in­ 
troduced into countless homes primarily by the educational in­ 
fluence of advertising in its many forms. Wherever we go, pic­ 
tures and descriptions constantly provide us with abundant in­ 
formation from which to decide upon the wisest use of our income 
to attain the best measure of satisfaction. 
The scale of our living necessarily depends on our purchas­ 
ing power, which in turn is directly tied up with the prosperity of 
the entire nation. Industry prospers only as its products as 
rapidly sold to consumers, and advertising is the best sales stimu­ 
lator known. In this way, advertising has played an important 
part in giving American workers the highest purchasing power 
of any people on earth. 
One of the valuable by-products of advertising is a measure 
practical culture for the masses. Low priced newspapers and 
magazines are a most important cultural influence for those peo­ 
ple who read nothing else. Advertising alone has made them 
possible. The advent of radio has refined the tastes of many 
who otherwise would not hear good music and high-class enter­ 
tainment. 
Radio is entirely supported by advertising revenue. 
Advertising furnishes a broad medium through which artists speak 
to the masses. Many painters, musicians, and writers are sup­ 
ported by advertising and express themselves through its channels. 
Advertising efficiently performs its primary job in the distri­ 
bution of goods, and so helps to create the economic wealth which 
is a necessary foundation for every advance in civilization. Be­ 
sides this business service, advertising directly promotes higher 
standards of living and wider acceptance of culture. It has 
earned recognition as one of the most effective civilizers at work.
